Wilson today took personal charge 
of directing the war measures 
in 
congress demanded immediately for 
the country’s defense. Shortly after 
noon he went to the capitol and de­ 
manded

president talked first with Speaker 
Clark and later with the democratic 
floor leader, Kitchin. 
Representative Kitchin 
today in­ 
troduced the administration’s 
bill 
providing a bond issue of five bil­ 
lion dollars. 
Kitchin introduced the bill after a 
meeting 
of the ways 
and 
means 
committee, where the hill was 
ap­ 
proved. 
The bill wiH probably pass 
not later than Friday. 
The bonds 
trill bear three 
and 
one-half per 
cent briefest.

How many men will Rush county 
have to furnish for the war between 
the United States and Germany? Xo 
one knows the answer exactly, yet it 
is a question to be faced and can 
possibly be approximated. 
While the plan under which young 
men of the nation will be conscript­ 
ed into an emergency army has not 
been approved by congress 
and is 
still subject 
to 
change, 
it seems 
within the ,scope of possibility that 
this plan will be put in effect. 
The first increment has been es­ 
timated roughly at 500,000 men. On 
this basis, the war department 
has 
figured 
unofficially 
that 
Indiana 
ought to provide 14,285 men after 
the regular army and 
the national 
guard have been recruited up to war 
strength. 
After the call comes, registration 
places will 
be established 
all over 
Indiana, 
at which all men between 
the ages of nineteen and twenty-five 
must appear and give information 
regarding themselves. 
Registration 
is compulsory and there is a heavy 
penalty attached to failure to regis­ 
ter. 
The fact that a man may be 
exempted from 
service, 
under the 
law, does not permit him to fail 
to 
register. 
The exemptions have been stated 
and are for persons physically or 
morally unfit to serve; for persons 
having 
dependent 
relatives; 
for 
those whose services are needed by 
tfle government elsewhere, and 
for 
those who 
have religions 
or con­ 
scientious scruples against war. 
After thiA is done, the government 
first will call 
the twenty-five-year- 
old class to the colors. 
Then the 
twenty-four old class will be call­ 
ed; 
then the twenty-three-year-old 
class and so on down, with the pro­ 
spects that 
the 
nineteen, twenty 
and 
twenty-pne-yeffr-old 
classes 
will not be needed to fill up the first 
increment of 500,600 men. 
When the first increment has been 
trained, however, the men

As soon as the green shows on 


apple buds troubles of the orchar- 
dist begin. A band of hungry bugs 
are in readiness to start their an- 
nual spring 
drive. 
In 
the front 


ranks are the aphids or plant lice. 
So nicely timed are 
all the opera- 


tions of nature that just as soon as 
the buds are swelling, thr<5e species 
of these pests 
hatch 
from 
their 


winter eggs on the apple limbs and 
twigs and swarm out on their tender 
tissues. 


Bow the farmer must hasten to 


-the rescue or much damage will be 
done. 
When the pests are present, 


they appear first as tiny black 
or 


greenish specks crawling over 
the 


fuzzy buds from which they 
suck 


sap and prevent growth. 


The best remedy for all plant lice 


is nicotine sulphate 
half a pint to 


fifty galolns of water, with 
about 


four pounds of soap added to make 
the liquid spread and 
stick, Dis- 


iolve the soap first by 
boiling in 


three gallons of water. Hard water 
may require more soap. 
When the 


nicotine is used in combination with 
other sprays, 
the soap 
should be 


omitted. 


Tf not checked at once, the pests 


will attack the blossoms 
and 
then 


the leaves, causing 
the latter 
to 


twist and curl, when 
spraying 
is 


more difficult and later they will at- 
tack the fruit, producing 
stunted 


and deformed apples. 


Two of the species live in the ap- 


ples all Rummer, bvtt one of 
them 


ligrates to grains and grasses and 
then back again to the apples in the 
So.ll. Here all of 
them lay 
their 


•eggs which will hatch the following 
spring.
